Four young girls, 
motivated by lust, hate and need 
for recognition, condemn to death 
innocent men and women too hon- 
orable to save themselves by “con- 
fessing witchcraft.” 


It is a tribute to the MPC Play- 
ers that they have mastered the 
complications of this talky, contro- 
versial play. 

Morgan Stock, director, is very 
good as the befuddled Reverend 


Parris, as are Raya Schooley as 
Ann Putnam who fears her seven 
dead infants were bewitched, Betty 
Fowlston as Rebecca Nurse, a 
completely good woman sentenced 
to death for being an evil spirit in 
league with Lucifer and Ron Bos- 
twick as Reverend John Hale who 
at first sanctions the trials and la- 
ter suffers mental horror at his 
error.

Grants Given to 
Four Instructors 


Four members of MPC’s faculty 
have received grants for university 
study and research this summer. A 
fifth, Dr. Eugene Haderlie, will be 
acting chairman of the zoology de- 
partment at the University of Cali- 
fornia in Berkeley for the summer. 


Mr. Kenneth Peterson, chairman 
of the Engineering and Mathema- 
tics Department, will study ad- 
vanced mathematics at San Jose 
State College. He will be there on 
a National Science Foundation 
grant. 

Mr. Walter Mara, instructor in 
mathematics, will study numerical 
analysis at the University of Cali- 
fornia in Los Angeles, also on a 
National Science Foundation grant. 


Mr. Gordon Williams, instructor 
in chemistry, will do research in 
chemistry at Long Beach State 
College. The National Science 
Foundation will also sponsor his 
program. 


Mr. Joel Readio, instructor in 
engineering will be at Stanford 
University, on a grant from the 
university for research in metal- 
lurgy. 

Dr. Haderlie will be in charge 
of research programs at UC for 
both advanced undergraduates and 
graduates, and will also teach an 
introductory course in zoology. In 
addition, late in July, he will talk 
on “Greek Architecture of the 
Classical Period” in one of the 
Annual Summer Lectures sponsor- 
ed by the University’s Committee 
for Arts and Lectures. 


All 13 candidates had to pass a 
grade check and meet the require- 
ment of 2.5 grade point average in 
order to be eligible.

Charles Hancock, a candidate 
for ASMPC Student Body Presi- 
dent, re-entered college upon his 
release from the U.S. Army late last 
summer. His prior © 
college experience 
was gained at the 
University of 
Wyoming where 
he was active in 
campus politics 
serving as student 
senator by ap- 
pointment. 

Prior to his college experience, 
he attended Dalton High School, 
Dalton, Nebraska, where he was 
president of his graduating class. 
He was vice-president in his jun- 
ior year, served on the debate team 
in his junior and senior years, and 
won the 1954 Nebraska state FFA 
public speaking contest. During 
high school he was also a four 
year letterman in football and

At the present time Hancock is 
president of the Student Califor- 
nia Student Teachers Association, 
Monterey Chapter. At the Asso- 
ciation’s State Executive Council 
meeting in Burlingame, he was 
elected to the State Executive 
Board.

During the past se- 
mester he attended the CJCSGA 
conference in Sacramento where he 
represented MPC in the Current 
Problems session. 

Through his active participation 
on the state and local level of stu- 
dent government, Charles has gain- 
ed an insight to ASMPC problems. 

“With MPC growing in size and 
stature we have a growing respon- 
sibility to meet,’ says Hancock.

There are two planks in Miss 
Smith’s platform.

The first point could be accom- 
plished by posting, in accessible 
spots on campus, a monthly finan- 
cial report and by publishing in El 
Yanqui, a brief resume of the 
monthly financial activities. 

Secondly, if one faculty member 
was made responsible for his de- 
partment’s expenditures by delega- 
tion of authority to that person by 
which he could control expendi- 
tures, he would be in a position of 
knowing exactly where each dollar 
goes. Authority might be delegated 
in the form of a counter-signature 
which could be used by the depart- 
ment head on all requisitions re- 
quested by department members. 

“TI feel I have the experience for 
effectively controlling the ASMPC 
budget and I believe that, given 
the chance, the measures I have 
suggested can be beneficial to AS- 
MPC,” said Miss Smith.

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Odegard Says Salvation 
Of World Is in Cities 


“The salvation of civilization de- 
pends on salvation of the cities,” 
said Dr. Peter R. Odegard in his 
Critique II lecture last Friday 
night. The subject of the series is 
“Local Government in the United 
States.” 

Dr. Odegard, distinguished pro- 
fessor of political science at UC in 
Berkeley, formerly President of 
Reed College, wartime assistant to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, is 
presently a member of the Com- 
mittee on Policy and Programming 
for the Ford Foundation, and au- 
thor of several books on politics. 

Dr. Odegard said we have been 
so impressed at growth of the 
powers of the federal government, 
we tend to forget the importance of 
local government. 

A great shift took place between 
1913, when 75% of all taxes were 
collected by state and local govern-

ments, and 1958 when 76% were 
collected by the federal government 
and only 24% by local and state. 
However, of this federally-collect- 
ed tax money, $77 billions or 80% 
goes to the national defense budget. 

One might say that the federal 
government is really in the busi- 
ness of national defense, Odegard 
suggested. This means that com- 
munity services such as education, 
health and welfare, fire protection, 
police, etc., are still largely the 
business of the state and local 
governments, 

Meantime, our population has 
changed from 85% rural in 1913 to 
65% urban in 1958. By 1970 it is 
estimated there will be 30 areas of 
one million or more population. 

Dr. Odegard emphasized the un- 
fortunate situation of the people 
living in the “mobile never-never 
land of exurbia.” He calls them 
“civic carpet baggers” because they 
work in the city, live in a suburb 
and are unwilling or unable to meet 
their civic duties at either end of 
the shuttle. 

What can we do to bring some 
order out of this chaos? Dr. Ode- 
gard suggests centralization of the 
30 large urban areas. He does not 
mean the piecemeal “Balkaniza- 
tion” that comes of regional gov- 
ernment such as the Port of New 
York Authority or TVA or the 
proposed Golden Gate Authority, 
because these deal with only one 
aspect of the problem and are in- 
clined to reap benefits while return- 
ing little or none to the public. 

His solution would be to incor- 
porate, for instance, the whole area 
surrounding New York City which 
would include parts of New Jersey 
and Connecticut as well as all of 
Long Island where the city work- 
ers live. Another large area would 
be Los Angeles county which has 
been described as “150 suburbs in 
Search-oimacity..

Lobos Place Three in State Finals

With the College of Sequoais’ 
Giants and the San Francisco City 
College Thunderbirds dominating 
the meet, not much glory was left 
for the Monterey Peninsula Col- 
lege tracksters last Saturday at 
Salinas. 

Competing in the Northern Cali- 
fornia Junior College Track Meet 
at Hartnell, the Lobos finished in 
sixth place with 26 points and 
placed three men in the State finals 
tomorrow at Modesto. 

The star of the meet for the 
Lobos was broad jumper Ron 
Palmer. He took the Maroon and 
White’s only first place with a leap 
of 23 feet 11% inches to set a new 
NCJC record.
